Vance's Parkersburf Speech. 


President John L. Vance struck the 


key note of the meeting when he de- 
livered his annual address to the con- 
vention of the Ohio Valley Improve- 
ment association at Par cersburg yes- 
terday. He said that its purpose was 
to devise means of improving the Ohio 
river and its tributaries, for tbe im- 
provement of its tributaries is as im- 
portant as that of the Ohio proper, 
for the improvement will not be com- 
plete till tbe entire system, including 
tbe tributaries is dammed. The con- 
struction of tbe Isthmian canal will 
necessitate changes in the 
plans 
already made for the improvement of 
the river and a nine foot stage will be 
necessary instead of a six foot stage 
as at present contemplated. Then 
boats can be located at the headwaters 
of the Ohio and traDsponed without 
reloading to the Eacific coast, by way 
of the Ohio, Mississippi, Gulf of Mexico 
and Isthmian canal.
